OfficiaJ secrecy enveloped the 


movements of Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai and officials from 
12 other Communist states but 
informed sources > believed they 
were discussing problems that 
have split the Red camp. 


Discussion was believed cen- 


tered on the Kremlin's decision 
to proceed 
with ex-Premier 


Nikita Khrushchev's plan for a 
December meeting of Red rep- 
resentatives from 26 nations to 
prepare for a world Communist 
conference. 


Khrushchev had called the 


meeting to set the stage for a 
showdown in his bitter dispute 
with the Chinese. The ousted 
premier's successors apparently 
hope to turn it into a harmony 
discussion. 


Soviet party chief Leonid I. 


Brezhnev arid Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin were reported giv- 
ing a .dinner tonight for heads of 


the visiting Red delegations. 


Only brief courtesy talks have 


been reported officially since 
the Communist chiefs btigan 
arriving last week for the anni- 
versary celebration. There were 
indications, however, that the 
visitors would stay at least 
through Tuesday. 


French Communist party sec- 


retary Georges Marchais, who 
recently returned home from 
Moscow, said in Paris the new 
Soviet leaders told him they 
are not seeking any ideological 
compromise with Red China. 


Marchais told party members, 


however, that the Kremlin is 
anxious to bridge certain differ- 
ences. He did not specify what 
they were. 


The Communist party paper 


Prayda in its account of the 
anniversary celebration omitted 
the part of Defense Minister 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky's speech 
which attacked U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara. 


Malinovsky told a Kremlin 


reception the Soviets "shall not 
do as the U.S. defense secretary 
who threatens to destroy the 
Soviet Union at any moment." 


Following the attack, Kosygin 


went out of his way to talk with 
U.S. 
Ambassador Foy D. Koh- 


ler. Diplomats felt that Kosygin 
was trying to take some of the 
sting out of Malinovsky's re- 
mark. 


Brezhnev said in a speech 


Friday that he believed most 
Americans want peace. 


AEA Wonts 
$20 Mil ion 
for Teachers 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Education Board voted 
Sunday to ask for a hike of 
more than $20 million in the 
Public School Fund to take care 
of teacher raises promised by 
Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus. 


It approved a requested bud- 


get for the fund of $84,077,394 
for the 1965-66 school year, and 
$500,000 more than that for the 
next school year. The 1963-64 
appropriation was $63,687,500. 


Before the request gets to the 


1965 General Assembly, Faubus 
must make his own recommen- 
dation to the Legislative Coun- 
cil, which then makes its rec- 
ommendation to the Legislature. 


Faubus said this summer that 


enough revenue would be avail- 
able to give public school teach- 
ers raises averaging $1,000 to 
$1,500 a year. 


Forrest Rozzell, secretary of 


the Arkansas Education Associ- 
ation, estimated that $1,000 av- 
erage raises would cost about 
$17 million more a year. 


Other things included in the 


request for the increase 
are 


raises for Education Depart- 
ment employes, and funds for 
the Teacher Retirement System, 
the school transportation system 
and textbooks.

Law Barring 
Reds as Union

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court agreed today to 
rule on constitutionality of a 
federal law barring Communists 
from serving as officials of a 
labor union. 


The ruling was asked by the 


Justice Department in an ap- 
peal from a decision by the U. 
S. Circuit Court in San Francis- 
co. The Circuit Court said the 
law constituted an invalid re- 
straint upon freedom of associa- 
tion protected by the Constitu- 
tion's First Amendment. 


With this holding, the Circuit 


Court overturned conviction of 
Archie Brown, who was indicted 
on a charge that he served as a 
member of the executive board 
of Local 10, San Francisco, of 
the 
International 
Longshore- 


men's Union while a member of 
the Communist party. Brown 
had been sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment. 


The 
indictment 
charged 


Brown served as a member of 
the local board from October 
1959 up to the date of the indict- 
ment on May 24, 1961. The in- 
dictment was under a section of 
the Labor Management Report- 
ing and Disclosure Act of 1959. 
In ruling the section invalid the 
Circuit Court divided 5-3.

WASHINGTON (AP) -; The 
Supreme Court denied today a 
request for an expedited deci 
sion on an appeal involving 
constitutionality of the public 
accommodations section of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act. 


The request was made Oct. 28 


by Moreton Rolleston Jr., an 
Atlanta attorney, who is an 
official of the Heart of Atlanta 
Motel. 


Rolleston, on Oct. 5, argued 


before the Supreme Court an 
appeal by the motel that asked 
for the overturning of a lower 
court decision upholding validi- 
ty of the section. 


In a motion mailed to the 


court after the argument. Rol- 
leston said the issue involved 
was important in the presiden-

election 
campaign, 
and 


should be decided before the 
Nov. 3 election. Rolleston said 
that 
Supreme 
Court Justice 


Hugo L. Black and Solicitor 
General 
Archibald 
Cox had 


declared that the case should be 
decided quickly. 


The Supreme

today on numerous cases, but 
made no mention of the Heart of 
Atlanta Motel case, other than 
to merely note that Rolleston's 
request was denied.
